ber of policy statements and a| 
series of concrete proposals that 
might lead to fruitful discussions 
with the Soviets. 

As early as April of 1953, I 
suggested disarmament talks 
with the Soviets and pledged 
that I would urge the United 
States to apply a su Dstantial 
portion of any savings rea- 
lized through mutually accept- 
able disarmament to the im- 
provement of living standards 
in the less developed nations. 

Later that year, I proposed, 
before the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly, that we devote 
all discoveries in atomic sci- 
ence to peaceful uses. Nineteen 
months later at Geneva I sug- 
gested the open skies method 
of mutual inspection. 

In the meantime, the Secretary 
of State set our tirelessly to 
make calls on friendly govern- 
ments and to strengthen collec- 
tive security. In return we is- 
sued invitations to heads of state 


to visit America and her people. | 


Other good will visits were con- 
currently made by the Vice Pres- 
ident and other personal repre- 
sentatives. 

Many heads of government or 
state responded promptly to our 
invitations to visit this country. 
In the past seven and a half 
years, more than 70 heads of 
state and Prime Ministers have

I early began to receive urgent 
invitations to make return visits 
to the countries whose heads had 
paid us the courtesy of coming to 
see America and our way of life. 

Many months ago we concluded 


‘that I should personally accept 


some of these invitations, as op- 


‘portunity should present itself, 


Secretary Herter, first as under 
secretary of state and later as 


‘Secretary of State, enthusiastic- 


ally concurred. Overseas visits 
by me, all of us felt, would be a 
strong support of other success- 
ful programs. 

Valuable Conversations. 

The great value resulting from 
these journeys to 27 nations has 
been obvious here and abroad. 
Throughout the world there has 
been opportunity to emphasize 
and re-emphasize America’s de- 
votion to peace with justice; her 
determination to sustain freedom 
and to strengthen free world 
security through our co-operative 
programs; her readiness to 
sacrifice in helping to build the 
kind of world we want. 

These visits involved, of course, 
valuable conversations between 
heads of state and government, 
‘as well as the promotion of un- 
derstanding among peoples. 

However, except for so-called 
summit and the NATO heads of 
government meeting, none of my 
visits has been planned or car- 
ried out solely as a diplomatic 
mission seeking specific agree- 
ments, even though discussions 
have invariably involved. import- 
ant issues. 

Incidentally, I believe that 
heads of state and government 
can, occasionally, and prefer- | 
ably on an informal basis, pro- 
fitably meet for conversations 
on broad problems and prin- 
ciples. They can, of course, 
also convene to give solemn 
approval to agreements pre- 
viously prepared by normal 
diplomatic methods. 


But heads of government 
meetings are not effective me- 
chanisms for developing de- 
tailed provisions of internation- 
al compacts, and have never 
been so considered by this gov- 
ernment. 

On the other hand, the good 
will aspects of a visit by a head 
‘of government can frequently 
'bring about favorable results far 
those of normal 
diplomatic conferences. They 
have resulted in the creation of 
a more friendly atmosphere and 
mutual confidence between peo- 
ples. They have proved effective 
in bringing closer together na- 
tions that respect human dignity 
and are dedicated to freedom. 

Indeed it seems apparent that 
the Communists, some. time 
ago, reached the conclusion 
that these visits were of such 
positive value to the free world 
as to obstruct communist im- 
perialism. Thus they have 
sought every possible method 
to stop them. Through their 
propaganda they bitterly op- 
posed my entry into the Philip-

WOMAN SOUGHT

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Eisenhower's Speeches Simply 


Ignored Critics and Claimed’ | 


That Defeats Were Victories 


No Analysis Made of U-2 and Sum- 
mit Fiasco, or of Japanese Rioting— 
Policy Confuses Public and Leaves

WASHINGTON, June 28. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER has devised a simple procedure 


for dealing with his critics and his defeats: 


the critics and claims victories. 


That is what he did in his explanation ef the U-2 


He simply ignores 


and the 


summit incidents last month, and that*is what he did in his report 
on the Japanese situation last night. 


The effect of this is serious in 
a democracy, for its confuses the 
public, infuriates the political op- 
position, and leaves mistakes un- 
explained and uncorrected. 


What the President did last 
night was merely to say that 
everything that had been done 
on our side was all right, and 
that all that was necessary was 
to carry on steadily as before. 


The demonstrations in Okinawa 
were ignored: ‘‘Relations with 
Okinawa have been strength- 
ened,” he said. The cancellation 
of the trip to Japan was a nui- 
sance, perhaps, but it was all thé 
fault of the Communists. 


THERE WAS NO analysis of 
the effect of the U-2 incident on 
United States bases in Japan, or 
of the immense crowds demon- 
strating dgainst the treaty, though 
they numbered considerably more 
at times than the total member- 
ship of the Japanese Communist 
party. 

Nor was there any reference 
to the criticism in the American 
press of the Japanese incident, or 
to the widespread discussion of 
loss of American prestige in the 
press of the allied world. 

Beyond this, there was only 
one reference to the U-2 and the 
Paris meeting, which were clear- 
ly connected with the demon- 
strations against the Japanese 
treaty. This was a remark that 
the ‘President’s trip to the So- 
viet Union was canceled after a 
series of ‘‘fals¢ and elaborate ex- 
cuses” by Khrushchev. 

There is, of course, much that 
can be said for the other trips 
made by President Eisenhower 
in the last year. It was perfect- 
ly fair to argue that these had 
done much to create good will for 
the United States in India, Pak- 
istan, the Near East and Eu- 
rope. 

Nobody has, denied this. But 
the President’s two speeches on 
Paris and Tokyo were a blanket 
denial of the very misjudgments 
his own officials concede in pri- 
vate and Secretary of State Her- 
ter has actually made in public. 


AS A POLITICAL device in an 


election year, of course, this car- 
ries great weight. The President 
is immensely popular. The public 
does not like to be told that its 
government has made mistakes, 
and when the President in effect 
denies that mistakes were made, 
he no doubt helps restore the 
political balance. 


He does nothing, however, to 


‘restore confidence within his own 


government or within the alli- 
ance, or to institute any review 
of the policies that may have 
gone wrong. 


If the President had taken up 
the criticism that has _ preoc- 
cupied the Western world in his 
absence, and answered the seri- 
ous points raised, for example, 


in the report of the Senate For- | 


eign Relations Committee last 
weekend, then it would have been 
possible to reach fair judgments 
on the events of these last few 
months. 


THIS, HOWEVER, is what he 
did not do. His conclusion on the 
basis of his last two reports is 
inescapable: he feels no respon- 
sibility for anything that went 
wrong; and therefore no need to 
do anything except carry on as 
before. 


Accordingly, even if everything 
he said was absolutely true and 
in perspective, a serious problem 
remains. For if his account of 
where the Western alliance now 
stands is correct, then his allies 
and even the American: press 
which has been so favorable to 
him in the past are wrong and 
guilty of misleading the people 
about the principal leader of the 
West. 

Democracies cannot operate ef- 
fectively when their leaders and 
their public opinion do not come 
to grips with widely publicized 
criticism. The special gift of this 
system is that it has the power 
of self-criticism, which corrects 
mistakes as they go along. 

The President is not answering 
the criticism; he is merely brush- 
ing it aside as the work of Com- 
munists and opposition Demo- 
crats.

Senator McNamara Explains 

On June 6 you published an edi- 
torial analyzing the various pro- 
posals to meet the medical needs of 
America’s senior citizens. I thought 
that the distinctions you drew be- 
tween the Forand-McNamara ap- 
proach and the Administration's 
proposals were lucid, accurate and 
well-reasoned. But one sentence in 
your editorial may be misinter- 
preted. : 

You indicate, ‘‘the bill introduced 
by Senator McNamara of Michigan 
would cover all over 65 with in- 
comes of less than $2000 a year.”’ 
This would imply that an income 
test is involved. However, this is 
not at all the case. The bill we in- 
troduced covers all persons who 
have retired (men over 65, women 
over 62) regardless of their income. 
The bill, however, does not cover 
persons over this age who are still 
working full time. 

The definition of retirement un- 
der the bill follows generally the 
retirement test under present So- 
cial Security legislation. It provides 
that for medical insurance benefits, 
a person who has earned less than 
$2000 in the preceding year, or less 
than $100 a month for a period of 
three months, is eligible for medical 
insurance benefits. 

Let me emphasize that this refers 
to earnings from employment, not 
from pensions or other forms of 
annuities. Once a person has met 
this test of actual retirement, he is 
eligible for medical insurance ben- 
efits from that time on as a matter 
of right and not in any way based 
on his income.

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The President's Report 


President Eisenhower devoted a major part 
of his address Monday night to a defense and 
justification of his good will tours to many 
parts of the world. He did not really need to 
make the argument. It is quite true, and most 
Americans would agree, that these trips have 
helped to demonstrate Mr. Eisenhower's and 
the nation’s desire for peace, that they have 


often brought forth an “outpouring of friend 


ship, gratitude and respect for America.” 
Everybody can be grateful for that. 

It is not the trips Mr. Eisenhower has made 
that have caused sa much recent concern, but 
the trips he did not make—those to the Soviet 
Union, and to Japan. In discussing these, he 
fell into the easy, and we think dangerous, 
oversimplification of putting all the blame on 
an ill-natured, jealous, hostile and capricious 
Communist movement. He said the Commu- 
nists “some time ago” concluded that his 
tours, being valuable to the free world, “‘ob- 
structed Communist imperialism,” and so they 
set out “by every possible method” to stop 
them. 

What Mr. Eisenhower did not explain was 
how the Communists had managed to stop 
his visit to Japan but not his visit to the 
Philippines, Korea, Taiwan and Okinawa. As 
he said, they bitterly opposed his going to 
these countries, also. If their propaganda 


tion of that type starts out with two strikes 
against it. 

We do not object to the reorganization 
study the Chicago group would undertake. In 
itself it is a good thing. But we hope friends 
of public education in the county will give 
top priority to the essential need to give 
every child an equal opportunity by means 
of the county-wide tax recommended by the 
Metropolitan Survey.

The Absent and the Tardy ! 


Russia became absent from the Geneva dis- 
armament talks when the United States was 
tardy. That is one way of saying that dilatory 
American diplomacy could not halt the Rus- 
sian effort to shift blame for the break-down 
of the conference and the hopes that went 
with it. 

When the Geneva meeting resumed early 
this month after the summit fiasco, it was 
surmised that the Soviet Union might seize 
any excuse to end the meeting. The Russians 
had offered a revised disarmament plan and 
challenged the West to respond, and for days 
nothing happened. Finally, under pressure 
from our Allies, American delegate Frederick 
M. Eaton returned to Washington to appeal 
for a fresh approach. As in the U-2 case, 


there was ineffective,’why was it effective in 
Japan? 


The answer, we think, is clear—it 
was effective in Japan because there it fell 
on the receptive ears, not of Communists 
alone, but of. many others who rebel against 
the possibility of another war, who oppose 
participation in a military alliance with the 
United States, and who fear that our use of 
Japanese bases for military reconnaissance 
over Soviet territory might involve them in 
hostilities. 

Thus it was not really just a handful of 
malevolent Communists who kept the Presi- 
dent out of Japan, and it is missing the mark 
to place all the responsibility in that quarter 
without once examining the deeper factors in 
the situation. Similarly we will only deceive 
ourselves if we assume that the Soviet gov- 


-ernment canceled Mr. Eisenhower's trip to 


Russia solely because its leaders feared he 
would be too popular with the Russian people. 


The common element behind both cancel- 


lations was the U-2 affair and its consequences. 
That the President did not once refer to the 
U-2 incident was significant. Yet the reaction 
to that incident symbolized the rising reluc- 
tance of people in all parts of the world to 
incur the risks of military alliance with either 
the United States or Russia and is one of 
the major factors in today’s situation. 

This factor poses a critical problem for 
American foreign policy. The “glowing faces, 
friendly shouts and songs” which the Presi- 
dent has seen on his journeys may well indi- 
cate, as he said, that the peoples of those 
lands “want to be partners with the United 
States.” But an increasing number of them 
do not want to be military partners, and the 
question of how we shall ‘advance from the 
policy of military containment which Mr. 
Eisenhower inherited from the Truman Ad- 
ministration is one of the most important 
ones before the country today. 


Two Mr. Nixons on Growth 


If Vice President Nixon is looking for an 
angle from which to continue his debate with 
Gov. Rockefeller over economic growth, we 
have one to suggest. If he will revert to a 
speech he made April 24, 1958 he will find 
that what he said then is pretty much the 
same as Mr. Rockefeller is saying now, and 
quite a bit different from what the 1960 Mr. 
Nixon is saying. 

The Vice President, in his recent speech to 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce in St. Louis, 
took issue with. Governor Rockefeller’s ad- 
vocacy of a growth rate of 5 per cent or more. 
He accused the Governor—without naming 
him—of playing the parlor game of “growth- 
manship.” Mr. Nixon disparaged the critics 
of the United States growth rate who say the 
Soviet economy is growing faster than ours 
and that something should be done about it. 

A little over two years ago, however, the 
Vice President in addressing the bureau of 
advertising of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Asociation seemed much more con- 
cerned than he is now. He warned that the 
Soviet economy had made formidable strides 
in its first 40 years and went on: 

The Soviet economy is growing faster than 
ours . . We must recognize that economic 
competition between the world and the 
Communist world may well decide the world 
conflict. . . . The only way to stay ahead is to 
move ahead. To meet (our) domestic needs, 
together with the increasing costs of our pro- 
grams for national security, we should set as 
our goal not the present rate of growth of our 
economy of 3 per cent but the higher rate of 5 
per cent recommended by the Rockefeller re- 
port. . . . This goal will never be achieved if 
we adopt a stand-pat, status-quo attitude toward 
Our economy.

About the only comment we can make 
about this remarkable trend toward conserva- 
tism in a young man who is said to have ma- 
tured while in office is that Mr. Nixon must 
be practicing shrinkmanship. 


Priorities in County Schools 


A question of priorities may arise in connec- 
tion with the $45,000 study of school district 
reorganization in St. Louis county that a Uni- 
versity of Chicago research team would make 
if the funds are forthcoming. Which comes 
first: School district reorganization or the 
creation of a standard level of educational 
opportunity in each of the 29 school districts? 

In our judgment, those interested in im- 
proving schooling in St. Louis county as a 
whole should place their principal emphasis 


on the need for equal educational opportuni- 


ties for all county children, regardless of the 
accident of where they live. School district 


reorganization is also an Important need, but 
unless it involves creation of a single county- 


wide district, it clearly is a secondary pursuit. 


The Metropolitan St. Louis Survey recom- 


mended that the county take steps to provide 
for equal educational opportunities through 
a uniform basic school tax throughout the 
county, with the yield then being alloted 
to each of the districts on the basis of 
the number of pupils in average daily attend- 
ance. This will take a change in state law, 
and now is the time for school groups to be 
preparing to obtain it. 

Once a county-wide tax of this kind is a 
reality, it ought to be relatively simple to ob- 
tain voter approval of whatever district re- 
organization may be indicated. The trouble 
with recent reorganization proposals is that 
they generally asked voters of.a rich, popu- 
lous district to absorb a small, poor district. 
Human nature being what it is, a reorganiza- 


the timing was wrong. The new American 
arms plan was still under discussion with the 
Allies when the Russians walked out. 


The reasons for Russia’s hardening position 
may be many. Premier Khrushchev has in- 
dicated that he wants to deal with a new 
Administration. A stiff policy now may serve 
the Kremlin’s ideological struggle with the 
militant Chinese Communists. Everything 
Russia does, including proposing disarmament 
and walking out on disarmament, seems keyed 
to a constant campaign to weaken the ring of 
American bases abroad. 


The most limited explanation of the Ge- 
neva failure is that Russia hopes, following 
the collapse of summit talks, to show that it 
was the West which refused to heed the world’s 
hope for an end to the arms race. Delegate 
Eaton had been concerned lest Russia place 
such a charge before the United Nations. 
his Russia now says it wili do. The U.N. Dis- 
armament Commission consists of all 82 U.N. 
members, and if the Russians should convince 
the Asian-African bloc of the superiority of 
their case, the West could lose a propaganda 
test. 


The breakdown at Geneva is one of a long 
series of disappointments in disarmament 
negotiations. Far too often the aim has been, 
as the Russians showed Monday, to establish 
a propaganda position rather than move 
toward meaningful agreement. But the ob- 
jective of disarmament becomes more im- 
perative each year. When the circumstances 
are more favorable, the search must be taken 
up again. 


Do It Before Thursday 


Former Mayor Kaufmann is_ seconding 
Mayor Tucker's appeal that all St. Louisans 
who have not been counted by the census- 
takers make sure that they are included in 
the final population figure. The easiest way 
to do this is to fill out the census form re- 
printed in the newspapers and to send this to 
the local census headquarters at 4620 Lindell 
blvd. 

The preliminary report of a surprisingly 
sharp decline from the 1950 population and 
the difficulties encountered in recruiting per- 
sonnel for tre taking of this year’s census sug- 
gest oversights which should be corrected. 
While most cities show population declines, 
generally offset as in the case of St. Louis by 
growth of the metropolitan area, it is never- 
theless economically and commercially as well 
as politically important to have the 1960 re- 
port as nearly correct as possible. 

As president of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Mr. Kaufmann emphasized that the census fig- 
ures will be a prime factor in many business 
decisions affecting St. Louis. So all who are 
not sure they have been counted, or who 
know others who may not have been counted, 
should report before the census office closes 
on Thursday. Failure to do so might be felt 
in the pocketbook. 


The Ancient Mariners 

sy winning the Newport-to-Bermuda bien- 
nial yacht race for the third straight time, the 
vawl Finisterre has taken that 635-mile ocean 
classic well out of the lottery category. Skip- 
per Carleton Mitchell, now having defeated a 
total of 470 contestants since 1956, is in a 
class comparable to that of a golfer who wins 
the National Open for three successive years. 

Mitchell, an old hand at racing under sail, 
has a philosophy that boils down to: Be com- 
pletely ready, and once under way, never let 
down. It is in the never-let-down that the 
boys were separated from the men. Five days 
of bouncing in small boats on the Atlantic 
can be quite trying even for old salts. 

This year’s race ended in a gale that dis- 
masted or otherwise damaged many of the 
sloops, schooners, cutters and yawls. One man 
was washed overboard and picked up 30 min- 
utes later. Some of the experts, commenting 
that the youngsters were unable to stand up 
to the rough seas like the older men, point 
out that Finisterre’s eight-man crew averaged 
oO years in age. 

It’s a rare form of competition these days 
in which good older men can beat good 
younger men. So, although we have trouble 
distinguishing binnacle from bumpkin and 
fake from flaw, we salute Finisterre and her 
crew of somewhat ancient mariners. 


How Free.to Educate? 


The protracted effort of segregationists to 
close Highlander Folk School, at Monteagle, 
Tenn., has now boiled down to a proposition so 
extraordinary that private schools generally 
may have an important stake in the outcome. 
That proposition is that ‘since the United 
States Supreme Court’s decision applied to 
public schools, a private school may be pre- 
vented by state law from allowing a Negro to 
enter its doors, on pain of losing its charter. 

Highlander has been denied a motion for a 
new trial in Grundy County Circuit Court and 
plans an appeal to the Tennessee Supreme 
Court. 

As the school’s Legal Education Committee 
points out, there are not only private schools 
but “many great universities operating in 
states where obsolete segregation laws are 
still on the statute books.” It is as important 
to them as it is to little Highlander that educa- 
tion should not bend the knee to ignorance 
operating under color of the law.

A hight Outside the Rights Commission 


Two Newspapers Disagree on Supreme Court Decision Affecting Civil Rights Agency

A mixed bag of Supreme Court rul- 
ings delivered as the current term 
nears its end will provide material for 
much concerned debate before another 
term convenes. 


The most controversial is a 7-2 deci- 
sion, written by Justice Warren, which 
provides that, in hearings of the Civil 
Rights Commission, the identity of 
persons making complaints against reg- 
istration or voting procedures in South- 
ern states may not be divulged in com- 
mission hearings; 
persons summoned 
to testify, includ- 
ing voting _ regis- 
trars or others 
against whom com- 
plaints have been 
made, may not 
know who has com- 
plained against them or cross-examine 
the complainants. 


Commission rules, as Justice Warren 
noted, have been framed in the con- 
text of today’s Southern troubles. It 
would be difficult in many cases to 
get Negroes to complain publicly that 
their voting rights were being in- 
fringed, and it would be even more 
difficult, in Southern settings, to put 
complaining Negroes up as witnesses 
to be cross-examined by hostile de- 
fendants. 


But there is no getting away from 
the fact that these rules, as framed, 
perpetuate the very jinjustices that the 
advocates of civil rights in fields other 
than racial have been protesting for 
many years. 


The right of a man to confront his 
accusers and to question them has 
been fought for vigorously in scores of 
security cases over the past fifteen 
years. 


This right, in the cases of people 
fired on the testimony of nameless 
accusers and those denied passports 
by the State Department, has been 
upheld time and again by the Court. 


It is difficult not to feel that in the 
case of the Civil Rights Commission 
the Court, as its two dissenters Jus- 
tices Douglas and Black complain, is 
sanctioning an unconstitutional proce-

Still Postwar 


During World War ITI, when people 
on the lower rungs of the social scale 
began migrating to the cities in whole- 
sale lots, they were welcomed no- 
where more than in Detroit. The 
automobile plants that had turned to 
defense production and needed work- 
ers desperately published advertise- 


dure for expediency’s sake. It is an 
unfortunate precedent. 

It may take longer to guarantee the 
Negro’s right to vote if every com- 
plainant must stand up and be counted 
and every small-town white bully must 
be granted the right to heckle. But 
the bravery of Negroes willing to stand 
up for their rights is not to be con- 
tested, as recent events have shown. 

We would rather see those accused 
of hampering Negro voting rights given 
all the constitutional protection that is 
their due; in this way their tactics 
will the more clearly be seen as mere- 
ly a delaying action, the vain dfagging 
of feet before a progress that is 
inevitable.

The Civil Rights Commission was 
created in order to obtain for Congress 
some information vital to its legisla- 
tive duties—whether ‘‘certain citizens 
of the United States are being deprived 
of their right to vote . . . by reason 
of their color, race, religion, or na- 
tional origin.” To help in its task, the 
Commission was empowered to receive 
sworn allegations and to summon wit- 
nesses before it and question them 
under oath. Congress could have chosen 
to obtain this information through a 
committee of its own members; it 
chose instead to obtain it through a 
Commission made up of distinguished 
citizens operating under the Executive 
Branch of the Government. 

The Commission was not intended 
in any sense to be a court. It was 
not empowered to adjudicate contro- 
versies or try individuals. It pro- 
nounces no one guilty of any crime 
and imposes no penalties. It simply 
functions in lieu of a congressional 
committee. As Chief Justice Warren 
observed, ‘“The only purpose of its ex- 
istence is to find facts which may sub- 
sequently be used as the basis for leg- 
islative or executive action.”’ This 
being so, the Supreme Court was thor- 
oughly justified, we think, in its conclu- 
sion that fairness does not require the 
Commission to adhere to the. strict 
procedures of a court.

The Chief 
Justice made the distinction clear: 


“Due process’ is an elusive con- 
cept. Its exact boundaries are unde- 
finable, and its content varies accord- 
ing to specific factual contexts. Thus, 
when governmental agencies adjudi- 
cate or make binding determinations 
which directly affect the legal rights 
of individuals, it is imperative that 
those agencies use the procedures 
which have traditionally been associ- 
ated with the judicial process. On the 
other hand, when governmental action 
does not partake of an adjudication, as 
for example, when a general fact-find- 
ing investigation is

In 
its decision regarding the Civil Rights 
Commission, the Supreme Court gave 
fresh indication that it considers con- 
frontation indispensable to fair pro- 
cedure in a security hearing. 


But the Civil Rights Commission 
makes no such judgment and inflicts 
no such punishment. Its quest for the 
facts desired by Congress would be 
completely thwarted if it tried to con- 
duct a trial or were required to pur- 
sue trial procedure. The Court’s deci- 
sion fortunately frees the Commission 
to carry forward its immensely im- 
portant investigative function.

Between Book Ends _ Lasting Change in Japan 


JAPAN’S AMERICAN INTERLUDE, 
by Kazuo Kawai. (University of Chi- 
cago Press, 257 pgs., $5.) 


“The shock of defeat and the impact 
of the Occupation were too overwhelm- 
ing for the Japanese ever to be able 
to slough off completely,’ writes Kazuo 


Kawai. ‘Despite the ‘reverse course’ 
that now seems to be undoing some of 

the work of the Occupation, Japan is 
hardly likely ever to slip back com- 
pletely to the past.”’ 

This book gives a solid, unemotional 
account of the Occupation years as edi- 
tor in chief of the popular English-lan- 
guage Nippon Times. Before World 
War II, he had been in California, 
teaching political science on the uni- 


versity level. From this background, 
Mr. Kawai presents an admirable set of 
credentials to back up his authority on 
the Occupation. 3 

Mr. Kawai be- 
lieves that the Oc- 
cupation firmly 
changed Japan and 
that this island em- 
pire will never 
again revert to tra- 
ditional: ways. And 
he lines up many 
arguments to de- 
fend his position. 
He sees numerous 
mistakes in the 
American role — 
economic and cultural reforms—but he 
also sees many positive contributions,

The author suggests that the United 
States “tried to go too far and too fast 
in conferring democracy from above.”

Nevertheless, the instigator of these 
sweeping reforms — ‘General Douglas 
MacArthur—was the right man to do 
the job, Mr. Kawai believes. And this 
reviewer suspects that history will fur- 
ther enforce this view—whatever the 
faults in the MacArthur makeup prove 
to be.

Butch Bounces Back 


Laughing Larry Doyle, a 
toast of Broadway in Lillian 
Russell’s day, said once in the 
exuberance of his tender years 
and athletic prime, ‘It’s great 
to be young and a Giant.” 

It’s great just to be young, 
as Earl (Butch) Buchholz 
proved once more at fashion- 
able Wimbledon yesterday after 
he suffered the ankle injury 
that apparently cost him a 
quarterfinal victory over top- 
seeded Neale Freser, the Aus- 
tralian tennis champion. 

Only the young at heart 
could have fought back the dis- 
appointment and tears to say 
painfully, ‘‘I could have won— 
wait till next year.”’ 

Yes, unless that old football 
injury handicaps him too 
greatly, the crew-cut kid from 
home will know the thrill one 
day of winning the big one on 
the center court at Wimbledon, 
as well as the United States 
singles championship at Forest 
Hills 


Right now, in fact, 19-year- 
old Buchholz and his St. Louis 
neighbor, Chuck Mc Kinley, 
also 19, are America’s best 
bet as a Davis Cup doubles 
team. And in the opinion of 
Allison Danzig, veteran New 
York Times tennis authority, 
the doubles match again will 


decide the challenge round 
series in Australia in Decem- 
ber. 


Danzig was impressed great- 
ly by the local boys’ recent 
victory over the Aussies’ top 
tennis tandem, Fraser and Roy 
Emerson. 


Noting that Buchholz and 
McKinley had been paired by 
David Freed, Davis Cup cap- 
tain, in an experiment to find 
the strongest U.S. combina- 
tion, Danzig pointed out that 
Butch and Chuck had played 
together often in St. Louis and 
their experience as a team 
was a considerable asset. 

“The long-legged Buchholz 
closed in for his volley behind 
his service and reached the 
high standard, of play his 
sturdy little partner main- 
tained from the start,’’ Danzig 
wrote. 

“McKinley has developed 
rapidly in the past year. His 
victory over Dick Savitt at 
South Orange last summer and 
his exploits in the national 
indoor championship in New 
York in February were among 
the highlights of his game. 

*‘McKinley has a whistling 
service, returns service well 
from both the forehand and 
his overspin backhand, and he 
is quick at the net and fast 
around the court, He has a 


thorough understanding of the - 


doubles game and he is a 

fighter who never gives up. 
“Buchholz,” Danzig went 

on, “‘was even more spectacu-

lar than his partner with his 
poaching, his answers to deep 
lobs and his volleys.” 

And the way Butch tried to 
hang on yesterday after dis- 
abling injury, the former world 
junior champion could have 
_ the courage to become the 
best. 

After all, except for physical 
misfortune, he’d now have won 
a fourth straight match from 
Fraser. And he’s yqing enough 
to be willing to “‘wait till next 
year.’ 


Fascinating 'Phenom' 

The junior tennis program in 
St. Louis and elsewhere ap- 
pears to have begun to pay off. 
The most precocious kid of the 
court seems to be a 9-year- 
old Long Island lad named 
Dick Stockton. 

Described as a “‘phenom”’ by 
professional Elwood Cooke. 
who has coached him for three 
| years, Master Stockton is con- 
sidered “the most promising 
pupil’ Harry Hopman said he 
ever saw. The Australian Davis 
Cup captain gave him a rac- 
| quet after watching little Dick 
win a tournament against boys 
up to 15 years old. 

‘The wunderkind js four 
feet, five inches tall, about 
twice the length of a tennis 
racquet and weighs 72 pounds,” 
John Corry of the Times wrote 
after interviewing him. ‘He 
has a handful of sunbleached 
blond hair going in several 
directions. He has, among 
other items, a fetching smile. 
He can do 72 push-ups in a 
row ‘and runs a mile around 
the block every night.’ 

The sports prodigy, whose 
father, a sales manager, 
played tennis for Columbia 
University, began hitting ten- 
nis balls against the basement 
wall when he was six, He 
speaks in a whisper and scuffs 
the toes of his shoes, but he 
smiles often and is extremely 
confident. 

“I’m going to Wimbledon,” 
he said flatly. 

The name of Dick Stockton 
could be one to remember in 
tennis, just as no one is apt 
to forget Butch Buchholz or 
Chuck McKinley.

28—Like Floyd Patterson in his 


successful return bout with 
Ingemar Johansson, -Carmen 


Basilio seemingly must come up 
with a new style tomorrow night 
to stand a chance of reclaiming 
the world (NBA) middleweight 
title from Gene Fullmer in their 
15-round bout here. 


While Patferson turned from 


pussycat to tiger against the ~ 


Swede, the 33-year-old Basilio 
from Chittenango, N.Y., may 
have to alter his relentlessly ag- 
gressive tactics to a change-of- 
pace style. Last August, when 
he suffered the first knockout 
of his 75-bout career, stopped in 
the 14th round in San Francisco, 
but refusing to go down, Basilio 
rushed Fullmer and he took his 
worst beating while inflicting 
considerable damage on Full- 
mer. For a bout that was prop- 
erly scored lopsidedly for Full- 
mer, it was a fierce war until 
Basilio weakened under the 
heavy counter-fire of the cham- 
pion. 

No one has made Fullmer look 
as good as Basilio did with his 
walk-in, bang-away style. The 
powerful Fullmer admittedly is 
cumbersome and awkward when 
he has to make the fight or 
chase a cute opponent, as 
against Spider Webb in Decem- 
ber at Logan, Utah, and against 
Joey Giardello in May at Boze- 
man, Mont., in his two de- 
fenses, one a victory, the other 
a draw. Against a charging Ba- 
silio, Fullmer was_ positively 
stylish in his punching. 

Secret Training. 


What plans Basilio has made 
to change the pattern he is keep- 
ing to himself. He has trained 
in secret (shades of G: orges 
Carpentier!) ever since he came 
West, training first at Denver, 
then at Ogden, 35 miles away. 

Even the press has_ been 
barred from seeing Carmen train 
at the State Industrial School 
gymnasium. No fighter has been 
more popular or available with | 
the press in past fights, which 
makes Basilio’s current secrecy 
all the more intriguing. 

Is it a gimick to needle the 
gate, now passed $50,000 at wats 
ringside top? 

‘‘No,”’ said Norm Rothschild 
of Syracuse, co-promoting with 
the Intermountain Boxing Club. 
‘“‘Carmen is hurting the gate by 
his secrecy and. unavailability, 
since he is the one who must sell 
himself here, being the visitor, 
the stranger and the challenger 
who was knocked out last time. 
In fact, I had to get him to move 
from Denver to Ogden, where 
he could be more accessible. 
Basilio gets 30 per cent of every- 
thing, (gate and the TV fee of 
$100,000), compared to Fullmer’s | 
40 per cent, so he should be in- 
terested in the gate. 

“We think it will beat the 
$112,000 of the Fullmer-Giardello 
fight in Bozeman, but I must 
say Carmen is more interested 
in winning the title, even if it’s 
before a small house. His pride 
was hurt dreadfully by that first 
knockout.”’ 

Basilio has charged Marv Jen- 
son, Fullmer’s manager, with 
constant espionage since he 
started training. For his part 
Jenson flings the charge back 
into Carmen’s teeth. 

Changes Camps. 

‘‘Look, we took on Leo Owens 
as Gene’s chief sparring part- 
ner after Basilio was knocked 
out last August,’’ said Jenson. 
“Owens, you know, has been 
Carmen’s sparring partner for 
years. We thought Carmen re- | 
tired after he was knocked out. 
In all Gene’s workouts since 
then, Owens has been taking 
movies of his every move. He 
said it was his hopoby. Now 
Uwens is back in Basilio’s camp | 
with hundreds of feet of film on 
Fullmer.” | 

Fullmer, who finished — six 
weeks and 135 rounds of spar- | 
ring Saturday, ran two miles 
yesterday and loosened up in 
Jenson’s $100,000 gym at West | 
Jordan. He weighs about 163 
and will dry out as usual to/¢ 
make 160 tomorrow. Basilio, 
who will give away five pounds 
or so, worked out at Ogden 
without prying eyes.

The announced crowd at the 
Polo Grounds was 31,892, not 
counting the gate crashers who 
were estimated by the promoters 
at over 15,000. 


The gross theater TV receipts 
were $2,251,162, plus a $23,500 
guarantee from the community 
antenna people whose subscrib- 
ers were asked to pay $2 a 
home on the honor system. Kahn 
said the figures still were unof- 
ficial pending an audit by his 
accountants. 

Kahn said the domestic radio 
netted $170,000, the movies had 
a $200,000 guarantee and prob- 
ably would do more. He esti- 
mated foreign radio, TV films 
and movies at. about $80,000, for 
a total of $450,000. That did not 
include the Scandinavian radio 
and TV rights, owned outright 
by Ingemar Johansson. 

The gross theater TV rights 
became a net $2,021,752, half ol 
which went to the theater owners 
or exhibitors. Of the remaining 
half, 80 per cent went to the 
fight promotion and 20 per cent 
to Kahn’s company. The promo- 
tion’s share was broken down to 
90 per cent for Floyd Patterson, 
35 per cent to Johansson and 15 
per cent to Feature Sports, Inc., 
the promoters, Patterson had 
been guaranteed a larger share 
of the auxiliary rights under 
terms of the rematch contract 
although each got 25 per cent of 
the Polo Grounds gate. 

Patterson’s estimated tota|] 
purse was $771,232. That included 
an estimated $404,350 from thea- 
ter TV, $189,400 from movie and 
radio and $177,482 from the gate.

tions. A New York City banker 
recently suggested to the Federal 
Reserve Board that it consider 
reducing the reserve require- 
ment on central reserve city 
banks in New York and Chicago, 
if and when it would be con- 
sistent with monetary policy. 

These banks now maintain 18 
per cent of their demand de- 
posits on deposit with their 
Federal Reserve Banks, com- 
pared with 1644 per cent for 
banks in the reserve city classi- 
fication, such as St. Louis. But 
the Federal Reserve can elimi- 
nate the differential between the 
two groups and must do so prior 
to July 28, 1962, as the result 
of a law passed last year. 

Another possibility is that the 
Federal Reserve will in effect 
reduce reserve requirements by 
increasing the amount of vault 
cash which banks can count as 
part of their required reserves. 
Last December, the Federal Re- 
serve Board authorized member 
banks to count about $300,000,- 
000 of their vault cash as re 
quired reserves. Further steps in 
this direction are possible and 
could be taken when they would 
be consistent with monetary 
policy. | 

These moves also will increase 
the banks’ earnings which ‘§al- 
ready are headed for a new rec- 
ord this year. The New York 
and Chicago banks earned a, 
smaller return on capital than 
banks in reserve cities in the 
last three years. Elimination of 
the differential between reserve 
requirements would put the New 
York and Chicago banks on the 
same earning basis as banks in 
reserve cities. 

But the Federal Reserve also 
is faced with the problem of 
what rate of return is appropri- 
ate for member banks. If bank 
lending rates remain high, re- 
ductions in required reserves or 
supplying additional reserves by 
open market operations, as 
seems probable, will boom bank 
earnings.

NEW YORK, June 28 (AP)—| 
Philip Morris Inc. will have rec- 
ord 1960 sales of above 500 mil- 
lion dollars and earnings of $5.30 
to $5.50 a share, President Jo- 
seph F. Cullman III predicted to 
the New York Security Analysts 
today. 

Last year the big tobacco com- 
pany reported peak sales of 
$460,494,749 and profit of $5.01 a 
share. 

Cullman estimated net income 
for the first six months this year 
at $2.60 a share, 6 per cent 
above the first half a year ago. 

He pointed out that an increase 
in earnings of 40 per cent from 
1955 to 1959 was higher than all | 
but 5 of 26 companies which | 
comprise the chemical industry | 
stock price index and the elec- 
tronic industry stock price in- 
dex. 

“T believe tobacco stocks 
should be considered growth 
stocks, deserving of a _ higher 
price earnings ratio,’ he said. 

Almost all the 26 companies 
in the chemical and electronic 
indices enjoy prices well over 20 
times 1959 earnings, he _ said, 
whereas Philip Morris is selling 
less than 14 times 1919 earnings.

June 30. This was 4 per cent 
higher than the previous 12 
months.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Feeding Problem 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

I AM CONCERNED about my year-old daughter. She 
refuses to eat solid or junior foods. She wants strained baby 
foods, and throws up when I try to feed her junior foods. 
She has only two teeth. What should I do? A. 3.” 

Some babies shift from one form of food to another 
without a quiver. And some don’t. It will require some diplo- 
macy, but with a bit of strategy I’m sure you will presently 
find that the trouble is solving itself, 

You may, as a matter of fact, have started the junior 


foods a bit late, with the result that the transition will take 
a little longer. 


For one thing, gradually thicken her cereal or 
Strained foods, You can add finely-ground meat to 
some of the baby foods for that purpose. The coarser 
texture of the junior foods bothers some little folk, 
so by getting them used to a thicker mixture 
gradually, you lead them toward the junior food 
consistency without their realizing it. 


You can, in fact, make a gradual addition of the chopped 
foods to the strained foods she is already eating. But don’t 
force it. Don’t make an issue of it. Try to do it without her 
even noticing that it is happening. Forcing too hard is 
nothing but an invitation to food-fussing later on. 

Along with this program, try offering a bone with a bit 
of meat on it—chicken, steak or chop. (Not, of course, a 
chicken bone that has been broken and has any sharp 
splinters.) 


The little girl, with her two teeth, may not get 
anything but the flavor, but the salty, meaty taste is 
likely to appeal. Anyway, there will be more teeth 
coming through presently, but “‘gumming” a bone will 
help 
For another thing, try a slice of fruit—orange, apple, 

peach or whatever. She may mangle it and get her hands 
pretty messy, but that’s one of the ways children learn to 
cope with solid foods. As she growers bigger and her appetite 
increases, One day she'll find herself ravenously enjoying the 
things she’s reluctant to try now.

EVERY TIME the woman driver turns around now- 
adays she finds (a) a man driver snarling at her and (b) 
gomeone making a survey of her automotive tastes and 
habits. An old survey that’s been kicking around my file 

ee ce Sn em ¢ since April states. that 
women determine 75 per 
cent of new car sales and 
56 per cent of gasoline 
purchases.

As a result of our power,

Now I buy seven gallons of gas every 200 miles, whether 
my mouse-colored little car needs it or not.

The 
attendants do not wear Bermuda shorts, nor are there hedges 
or flowers, and we pay cash. I must notice the shape of 
their sign next time I drive by. Maybe my inner being has 
been subconsciously stirred all this time. My conscious 
reaction is a single word: Hooey. 
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A far more sensible survey is the one sent me by a 
chemical company, a scholarly piece of research which ends 
up by saying something women could have told them all along. 


Says this survey, there are two kinds of car 
owners, “‘caretakers,’’ who consider cars valued pos- 
sessions, investments requiring constant care and at- 
tention, and “‘users,’’ for whom the car is a means to 
an end, driving pleasure or just transportation. Every 
woman knows this, and no mother in her right mind 
would permit a child to climb into a “caretaker” 
owned car with muddy boots. 


The survey also points out that the car does not have 
“the symbol value” to a woman that it does to a man. How 
true. There are women who wear a big expensive car as 
they do a designer original, to enhance their sense of im- 
portance, but they are more likely to be riders than drivers.

One of the selling points on my mouse-colored car that 
appealed to me second to its snug size was the fact that it 
requires no anti-freeze. The surveying chemical company 
has come up with the next best thing, a fluid that can be 
poured into the radiator, closed up and left for a year. 

Now thkey’re on the right track. Not oval signs to lure 
us into filling stations, but something to keep us out. When 
they invent a 12-month gasoline, they’ll really have something.

SEVERAL YEARS AGO Dr. Marianne Gurland, a child psy- 
chologist in Stuttgart, Germany, was on a tour of Norway when 
she struck up a chance acquaintance with an American woman.

They moved to 
Tanganyika, East Africa, and 
established a coffee plantation 
there, but the British occupied 
this territory during World War 
Il, took over their company and 
placed Hellmuth Gurland in an 


internment camp where he 
died. 
Returning to Germany, Dr. 


Gurland worked for the ministry 
of culture for the state of Baden- 
Wuerttemberg after the war, and 
in 1950 she was given a Rocke- 
feller Foundation grant for a 
year’s work at the University of 
Maryland. Now she is chief psy- 
chologist of the State Institute of 
Education and Instruction of 
Baden - Wuerttemberg and has 
written extensively, especially on 
problems of promotional failures 
and methods of overcoming them. 

In the 10 years since she first 
visited the United States she has 
observed many changes here. 

“I think the main one is how 
the cities of Washington and Bal- 
timore have grown together,’’ she 
said. ‘‘On my other visit I would 
take a bus from one to the other 
and we traveled through fields 
and forests. Today it’s one con- 
tinuous city. It’s tremendous how 
the residential areas have grown 
in your country. 


“In my own field, education, 
there have been many changes, 
too. Ten years ago progressive 
education was written in letters 
that high,’’ and she held her 
hands far apart. ‘‘Now the pen- 
dulum has swung and you are 
coming back to the idea of what 
to learn and how to learn even 
though it puts pressure on chil- 
dren. 


“Ten years ago the theory 
was, ‘Oh don’t put pressure on 
children; it’s dangerous.’

Novel Political Idea 


NEW YORK, June 28. 

I HAVE RECEIVED a suggestion from some supporters 
ef Adlai Stevenson in California. They propose that the 
members of all the Stevenson-for-President groups throughout 
the country ask their local newspapers to publish—on a non- 
partisan basis—the names and addresses of all delegates to 
both the Republican and the Democratic presidential conven- 
tions in their area. 

This would not only let the rank-and-file voters know 
who is representing them at both conventions, but would also 
enable them to express their own preferences and convictions 
to the delegates directly. 

This is, I think, a novel idea. Of course, it presupposes 
that the delegates to the conventions are free to listen to 
the voters in their districts. 


Last Friday the metropolitan newspapers quoted 
one of the state party leaders as saying that Mr. 
Kennedy will get 87 votes out of the New York 
delegation to the Democratic convention. How long 
the leaders who put this over at the Albany meeting 
will be able to hold those 87 votes for Kennedy, or 
whethey they will be able to add any to them, I 
do not know. But perhaps this suggestion from the 
Stevenson supporters in California is not without 
merit. 


It might start bringing the delegates into closer touch 
with the people they are supposed to be representing, in a 
way that has never before been possible. So, if you feel that 
this is desirable, why not ask your local newspapers about 
the possibility of publishing the lists? 


1 AM VERY PLEASED with the success which the Hud- 
gon Valley’s Philharmonic Orchestra has had, in the area 
of which Poughkeepsie is the center. Claude Monteux, who 
became the conductor a year ago, has practically worked 
miracles. 

The three regular concerts of the 1959-60 season were 
sold out before the year began. They added a bonus concert, 
and before the year was over the orchestra was committed 
to several extra concerts, including chamber music per- 
formances, a pop concert, an opera and school concerts— 
all of which foretold what was in store for the future.

Of course, all this has not been accompl:shed 
without really hard work, and it will take continuing thought 
and devoted effort to make all the various concert series 
display the ‘S.R.O.” sign. 

I tell you this about our Hudson Valley Philharmoric 
Society because it is the kind of thing that is being done 
in many places throughout the country, and perhaps hearing 
of our success will encourage other people in other areas. 
It does require enthusiasm and support of a regular financial 
nature to be put through successfully.

Sleep Problem in Space

AS IF WEIGHTLESSNESS 
with its problems of space sick- 
ness, loss of orientation and 
problems of eating are not 
enough, recent tests by space 
medicine doctors of the United 
States Air Force indicate that 
the astronaut may also suffer 
from an inability to get his nor- 
mal complement of sleep in a 
weightless condition which may 
bring with it curious and dan- 
gerous overtones. 


If this should be the case, then 
the position of the astronaut will 
be a truly critical one. The lack 
of sleep may adversely affect 
the astronaut’s mental and phys- 
ical condition. His responses 
may be affected to the point 
where his position in space will 
become critical. 


In a striking experiment un- 
dertaken by Capt. Duane E. 
Graveline, an Air Force physi- 
cian at Brooks Air Force Base 
in Texas, an entire week was 
spent fully immersed in a heat- 
ed water tank to partly simulate 
the effect of weightlessness. In 
the entire period, he obtained 
only seven hours of sleep. 


The average individual lead- 
ing a normal life spends be- 
tween 25 and 35 per cent of the 
24-hour day asleep. Apparently, 
Capt. Graveline was satisfied to 
spend only 4 per cent of his 
time asleep, even though sleep 
was encouraged. This brief per- 
iod during which he slept was 
one of the surprising results of 
the experiment. During these 
short periods of sleep, scientists 
discovered that only twice dur- 
ing the seven-day period did he 
lapse into anything which re- 
sembled sound sleep and then 
for only three to five minutes 
at a time. 


DURING the experiment Capt. 
Graveline wore a skin diver’s 
water-tight rubber suit which 
was changed during the daily 
one hour change period. In the 
tank, he was supported only at 
the back of his head and secured 
by the ankles. The small size 
of the tank precluded free body 
movements and these were 
limjted to motions of the fore- 
arm through limited arcs needed 
to operate levers. These levers 
on the base of the tank permitted 
him to carry out problems posed 
on an electric panel.

importance have resulted from 
this experiment. 

In the first, the medical doc- 
tors are reassessing the theories 
on the nature of sleep. Some 
doctors believe that sleep is in- 
duced by the by-products of the 
normal metabolism in the human 
body. That is, if the body has 
been used strenuously, then the 
by-products are such that they 
induce sleep. The more strenuous 
the work, the greater the by- 
products and the more sleep is 
needed. By the same _ token, 
when the metabolism has fallen 
to a low level, then the by- 
products are reduced to where 
the sleep regulating mechanism 
of the brain is no longer stimu- 
lated in this direction. Thus, this 
experiment apparently substan- 
tiates the theory. While the doc- 


_ tors as of this moment believe 


that it is too early to draw 
conclusions, still it points the 
way for further experiments. 


The second surprising con- 
sequence of this experiment 
is that the physically inactive 
body was wearing out. Doctors 
found significent deterioration 
in the muscles of the subject 
and his energy at a low level. 
Capt. Graveline indicated that 
his muscles were getting : softer 
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and smaller. Calcium and phos- 
pherous were leaving the bones 
to be eliminated. Because of 
the lack of physical exercise, 
the muscles were literally dis- 


integrating. a, 


It is this feature which poses 
dangerous overtones for the | 
astronauts who are in space for 
extended periods of time. Capt. 
Grayeline discovered that after 
seven days in the tank, prob- 
lems involving judgment and 
manual tasks for the re-entry 
problems were impossible to 
solve. Apparently, considerable 
physical and mental collapse 
took place after the experiment. 


Relating this to the time the 
astronauts spend in space, it is 
conceded that there will be few 
body changes in the astronaut 
if he will be in space for but a 
few circuits of the earth taking 
several hours. However, after 
24 to 48 hours significant reac- 
tions may take place to adverse- 
ly affect the astronaut and his 
capabilities. 


There may be an unexpected 
reward in store for the astro- 
nauts who are in space for 
relatively short intervals. The 
program planners can project 
for rather long periods of time 
without taking time out to sleep. 
Continuous — monitoring of instru- 
ments becomes a definite pos- 


sibility if these reactions are 
confirmed. 
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Space medicine doctors are 
exploring every possible source 
of physical or mental break- 
down which can affect the 
astronaut in space. The findings 
of these doctors may reveal the 
limits to which we can push our 
astronauts without inflicting 
permanent damage.
